Call to Solicit Friends and Local Firms for Rail Business 


“PETS Get Busy and Get More 
4 Business” is the keynote of a eam- 
paign that got underway on Pacific 
Lines during July with San Jouquin 
Division taking first action in a rousing 
rally of 826 officers and employes at 
Bakersfield the evening of July 12. 

This enthusiastic and spirited mect- 
ing, conducted by Superintendent J. D. 
Brennan, came simultancously with 
the issuing of a letter by Vice President 
J. UL. Dyer in which he stressed the 
railroad’s critical financial situation 
eanused by stnall revenue and heavy 
expense, and urged every employe “to 
help in gaining new freight and pas- 
senger business, as well as to muke 
every saving possible in daily work to 
keep expenses down.”? 

Prompted by President. Dyer’s 
appeal, several ofher incetings were 
held during the lst two weeks of July, 
the largest being at Los Angeles on the 
18th, at Ogden the 21st, El Paso Shops 
the 22nd, Currizozo the 23rd, Sparks 
nud Reno the 25th, at Fresno the 27th 
and at Stockton the 29th. 

Pending the calling of general em- 
ploye meetings in the next few weeks, 
ivisions, shops, stores and major 
offices are carrying the urgent message 
to emplo: through personal contact, 
of supervising officers or in informal 
group sessions, 


Vice President Dyer’s action climaxed 
a movement that has been gaining 
headway for some weeks, particularly 
since General Auditor F. L. MeCaffery 
addressed all Accounting Department 
employes on June 16 calling their at- 
tention to the fact that the Company's 
Pacific Lines showed a net railway 
operating loss of nearly $2,000,000 for 
the first four months of the year, and. 
that didn’t take into account interest 
paid on bonded debt or income, or 
charges paid in connection with South- 
ern Pacific’s outside companies. 


Supplementing these appeals, other 
general officers have broadcast similar 
Messages; numerous departmental and 
staff meetings have been held in addi- 
tion to the larger one previously men- 
tioned; freight traffic officers held a 
three-day conference in San Francisco 


“Nie, too", 
says Mr. Dyer 


I personally am entering heart 
and soul inte this campaign te get 
new business for our railroad, 

Tan campaigning among all my 
acquaintances and friends as well 
as all merchants with whem I deal 
to make them railroad-minded; to 
make them realize the prosperity of 
this great western railroad is prac- 
tically necessary if other businesses 
are to prosper. 

Railroads are soundly organized. 
They offer the safest and surest. 
mode of transportation. They sur- 
pass all other means of transporta- 
tion in providing for the needs of 
our country both in peace and war- 
time. They must be made to pros- 
per and their employes permitted 
to enjoy comforts of existence with 
employes in all other walks of life. 

Therefore, I urge all employes to 
become sales-minded so they may 
not overlook a single avenue through 
which new freight or passenger busi- 
ness may come to us. If each em- 
ploye will get but one carload of 
freight 4 year and one passenger a. 
month, our troubles would soon end. 

This is not an impossible request, 
but one that can be easily accom- 
plished if our people will keep their 
eyes open and ears to the ground, 
and preach the doctrine of Southern 
Pacific service wherever they go. 


(see page 5); sales training meetings of 
passenger traffic employes have been 
continued at Los Angeles under di- 
rection of General Passenger Agent 
H. P. Monahan; a five-months Pacific 
Lines supply of 72,000 pencils recently 
purchased have been stamped with the 
legend “Southern Pacific—Your Friend- 
ly Railroad”; and there has been con- 
siderable exchange of views between 
officers and employes; all of which ac- 
tivity is aimed at enlisting the whole 
railroad in a concerted drive to: 

1, Ask your friends and merchants 
with whom you trade to patronize 
Southern Pacific; 

2. Send in your tips on freight or 
passenger business (no item is too 
small to consider) te your division 
or shop superintendent, or other 
supervising officer; if quickest pos- 
sible action is required phone or 
hand the tip to the nearest traffic 
office; 

8. Watch closely for every op- 
portunity to economize in use of 
materials and to eliminate wasteful 
practices, relaying any suggestions 
to your immediate officer; 

4. Strengthen our relations with 
the shipping and traveling public 
through improved and personalized 
standards of service that will em- 
phasize simple friendliness and kindly 
consideration of the other fellow, 
combined with the already high class 
of efficiency and safety that marks 
Southern Pacific service. 

Because hundreds of jobs have been 
cut off during the past year, employes 
everywhere are well aware that the 
railread’s business has dropped alarm- 
ingly, and even before the major cam- 
paign of Employe Business-Getting had 
been launched, smaller groups of rail- 
roaders were voluntarily organizing in 
certain communities to conyass local 
business firms for rail traffic. One of 
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these was u meeting of 55 employes at 
Nogales on July 11 when an SP Club 
was organized for the purpose of con- 
tacting business men and requesting 
them to “trade at home by favoring the 
8. P. and thus ingure for Nogales a 
payroll of over $6,000 monthly.” 

These payroll figures are important 
to bear in mind, for they reflect the 
purchasing power of railroad workers 
and their families in a communit 
and will carry much weight in any dis- 
cussion with loca] business men. 

For instance, in the San Francisco- 
Oakland district there is a $20,000,000 
annual payroll for some 11,500 em- 
ployes; at Sacramento 3,250 employes 
receive nearly $5,500,000 during the 
year, and neurby is the heavy annual 
payroll of $3,200,000 for 1,600 8. P. and 
Pacific Fruit Express employes at Rose- 
ville; nearly 700 employes receive about. 
$1,500,000 at Ogden, also at Bakers- 
field, during a year; Portland §2,600,- 
060 for 1300 employes; Los Angeles 
$9,300,000 for 5,300 employes; Fresno 
$1,150,000 for 600 employes; El Paso 
about $2,600,000 annually for 1,300 em- 
ployes; and Tucson nearly $2,400,000 
for about 1,200 raifroaders, 

In many smaller communities these 
payroll figures would be even more im- 
e because of the proportionately 
railroad group as compared to 
individuals and families receiving their 
earnings from other local industries. 
And it is often in these small com- 
munities that. railroad employment has 
been hardest hit; where freight and pas- 
senger traffic has fallen off tremendous- 
ly; where personal solicitation and 
boosting of 8. P. service can be most 
effectively carricd on. 

The payroll figures tell a story of 
potential purchasing power that is be- 
ing threatened in every community 
through which the railroad operates. 
Likewise, the figures shown in the Com- 
pany’s monthly earnings statements 
tell the story of how the railroad’s busi- 
ness has declined and why so many jobs 
have been cut off during the past year. 

It’s easy to understand how critical 
the situation is by just pausing to look 
at the one figure showing that the net 
income from the railroad’s operations 
during the first six months of this year

was $9,836,253 less than for the same 
period last year. 

The only way to remedy this situa- 
tion and to keep railroad employment 
from suffering further decreases, is to 
get more freight and passenger busi- 
ness onte S. P, rails and into P. M. T. 
trucks; and that’s the reason everyone 
on the railroad is hopeful for good re- 
sults from the Employe Business- 
Getting Campaign that is now gather- 
ing momentum. 

‘Traffic officers and other exccutives 
are enthusiastic over the keon interest 
that has already been shown, and the 
actual business that has resulted from 
“tips” turned in through the superin- 
tendents’ offices or direet to the district 
traffic offices. Freight and passenger 
district traffic offices at all points on 
Pacific Lines are ready to give quickest 
possible attention to these “tips,” and. 
the employe will in all cases be informed 
us to the results. 

What is particularly asked is that 


prospective freight or passenger busi- 
ness be brought to the attention of the 
Traffic Department. The uetual “sell- 
ing job” should be left to the regular 
traflic forces who are schooled in that 
work and have the answers for all ques- 
fions right at hand; and in the end the 
prospective customer will be better 
served, 

Just give the traffic boys the “tips” 
they are hungry for; they will do the rest. 

In his message to employes Vice 
President Dyer called attention to the 
vast. amount of freight traffic now mov~ 
ing over highw in trucks and pas- 
seuger business using buses and private 
automobiles, adding that “our pick- 
up and delivery service j 
flexible as any trucking servi 
fast overnight merchandise service is 
most, attractive to merchants, and wilt 
be expanded as fast as new business 
warrants. Our low rates and the com- 
fort and safety factors of our passenger 
service arc far more attractive than in 
buses and private automobiles.” 

“These facts relating to our servi 
he continued, “must be brought before 
prospective patrons who are indifferent 
to the needs of our railroad, and the 
truth driver. home hy constant repe- 
tition. Interest your family and friends 
in this campaign. Make known your 
railroad’s needs in your clubs, lodges, 
among neighborhood groups and any- 
where else where in your judgment new 
revenue for your Company may be 
found. Partieularly in making pur- 
chases and paying bills let your mer- 
chant know you are giving him money 
paid you by Southern Pacific and you 
expect his patronage in return. You 
will gain added respeet by your earnest- 
ness in your Company’s interest.”

Meet to Discuss Ways of Boosting Revenues 


H OW Southern Pucifie’s freight earn- 

ings may be increased, particu- 
larly during the remainder of this year, 
and what new policies or changes in ex- 
isting methods might be adopted to bet- 
ter the Company's position in both on- 
line and off-line territories, were the 
underlying topics of a conference of 
freight traffic officers held in San Fran~ 
cisco July 14, 15 and 16 at the eall of 
Vice President J. T. Saunders. 

Present also during portions of the 
three-day conference were officers of 
other departments to join in discussion 
of matters concerning cooperation be- 
tween theirdepartmentsand the Freight 
‘Traffic Department. 

In opening the mecting, Mr. Saun- 
ders outlined the dire necessity of de- 
vising ways and means of increasing 
freight revenues. Vice President A. T. 
Mercier, in the absence of President 
A. D. MeDonald, then contrasted the 
Company’s obligations under fixed 
charges with the revenue foreeast for 
the last half of 1938. He pointed out 
that onc of the better ways of improv- 
ing net income was by the handling of 
a greater volume of business, the ob- 
talning of which, although primarily a 
Trafie Department problem, could be 
considerably aided through the co- 
operation of all other departments. 

Highlights of the meeting included: 

Discussion of ways and means of 
more effectively meeting truck com- 
petition, including the question of the 
extension of alternate truck-train ser- 
vice in various areas; 

A report from F, H. Plaisted, retired 
freight traffic manager, on the Petten- 
gill Bill to amend the “long and short- 
haul” clause, inchiding specific mention 
of the valuable support given by rail- 
road labor in the efforts to secure en- 
actment of this measure; 


Discussion of the problem of attempt- 
ing to restore los ntacts with cus- 
tomers through local agents; 

Announcement that R. E, Kelly, 


manager, Development and Coloniza, 
tion, under the direction of Genera’ 
Traffic Manager W. W. Hale at Chi- 
cago, will be detailed to canvass eastern 
industries to learn of proposed devel- 
opment at on-line points and to offer 
the services of the Company in finding 
suitable locations and furnishing rate 
analyses, public utilities data, data on 
sources of raw materials, and any other 
helpful information; 

Analysis of relations of the Freight 
‘Traffic Department with other depart- 
ments in furthering the current busi- 
hess-getting campaign; and 

Discussion of the problem of over- 
coming the impression that Southern 
Pacific Lines stop at El Paso, that the 
lines in ‘Texas and Louisiana, the 
Steamship Lines, and the Cotton Belt 
are separate and distinct. Mention 
was made of the recent, Bulletin arti- 
cles, emphasizing the fact. that these 
units are part and parcel of the South- 
erm Pacific System Lines.

Opposite the head of the ramp stands 
au smnifing young lady in chic blue-grey 
uniform and overseas cap, Around 
her the crowd eddies, hesitates briefly 
for direction, and moves on again to the 
streamlined chair cars forward or the 
comfortable tourist sleepers to the rear, 

‘The young lady is Stewardess-Nurse 
Marilouise Bond, and even in this first 
brief contact with all these varied types 
of passengers, she has succeeded in do- 
ing a subtle something—call it estab- 
lishing a confidence or a bond of human 
understanding, or just making each of 
therm feel at home. Mecting Miss Bond 
is like meeting your hostess at her front 
door and knowing that she’s genuinely 
glad to see you. 

Miss Bond is buf one of 10 registered 
graduate nurses acting as stowardesses 
aboard the Californian, and but one 
of a total of 34 aboard this and other 
Southern Pacific trains. Collectively 
these young ladies represent a develop- 
ment in the human side of railroading 
as spectacular as streamlining on the 
technical side. 

It is nearly 8:05. The stewardess 
moves to the car reserved. sively 
for women and young children at the 
head end. The conductor gives the 
“highball” and we’re off. 

We intercept. Miss Bond as she passes 
through the vestibule from the wo- 
men’s car, and follow her through the 
chair cars and then the Pullmans to the 
rear of the train. 

‘This first trip through the train is 
her “get. acquainted” tour. Accom- 
panying the conductor us he takes up 
tickets, she introduces herself to each 
passenger, offers to be of assistance

she maps out the major part of her 
work for the entire trip. 

A mother with a baby or youngster 
meang that formula may need to be 
prepared and that the child will need 
caring for while the mother goes to the 
diner. A few seats beyond, a middle 
aged lady is coneerned with whether 
or not she will be able to get certain 
foods required by her diet, and Mi 
Bond promises to arrange the matter 
with the dining car steward. An eight- 
year-old boy is enthralled by the ro- 
mance of trains and locomotives, and 
the stewardess offers to take him for a 
close-up look at the engine during the 
stop at Tucson next morning. In a 
tourist sleeper an elderly lady, erippled 
with arthritis, is offered assistance in 
undressing and dressing, and is asked 
whether she would like her meals 
served in her section. 


Study in Personalities 

The stewardess makes her job as she 
goes, and the result is a work sheet of 
times for babies’ feedings, times for 
taking care of children, times for help- 
ing invalids and the aged, and times 
for performing « dozen other helpful 
services. And sandwiched in with this 
schedule ure her six daily routine in- 
spections of the entire train and all 


Ut is easy to understand why there 
is no book of rules for the stewardess 
and but few fixed instructions. Her 
dealings ure with individuals, and she 
has been chosen for her joh out. of hun- 
dreds of applicants chiefly for her ready 
adaptability and sympathetic under- 
standing of the unpredictable needs of 
human beings, no two of whom are 
exactly alike. 

She must be at once alert and clear 
headed in the face of emergencies. She 
must be a mother to the children she 
cares for, She must be a capable dicti-

cian, She must be able to give emer- 
gency treatment in case of illness, un- 
til a doctor may be obtained, She 
must be a cheerful companion to the 
lonely, an information bureau on train 
operation, schedules and points of in- 
terest, and a guide. She must coordi- 
nate her activities with those of the con~ 
ductor, the brakeman, the steward, 
the waiters, the porter and the station 
passenger agent. But above all, she 
must. be to every passenger the kind of 
a friend who is right on the job when- 
ever 4 friend is needed. 


Her “Train Family” 

Her opportunities for being this kind 
of a friend just about eover the field of 
human experience. There was tho 
paralyzed man who needed a shave. 
Stewardess Marjorie Pope, another of 
the Californian crew, did the honors, 
as she will tell you, “without a single 
nick.” It's all part of the training of 
every registered nurse. 

‘There was the time last year when a 
number of trains were snowbound for 
24 hours in Kansas. Stewardesses 
Bond and Pope, both of whose trains 
were stalled, organized snowsports and 
snowman building with such success 
that. what might have been an annoy- 
ing experience for passengers was 
turned into an all-day party. 

There are passengers unable to speak 
English fiuently, and again the stew- 
ardess is a friend in need, helping them 
select food in the diner and interpret- 
ing as best she can and filling their 
other needs. An occasional tourist 
from England, confused by American 
monetary values and travel in an un- 
familiar country, also finds her an un- 
derstanding source of assistance. 

There are young people and old peo- 
ple whose friends or relatives fail to 
meet them at terminals as scheduled, 
and again the stewardess steps in to 
help solve the problem and forestall a 
lot of tears and possible hysteria. 
Ordinarily the Californian will carry

only four or five babies and youngsters, 
but once in a while there will be as 
many as a dozen or 15, That. means 
organization of the stewardess’ time 
in caring for them while their mothers 
go to the diner, It also means that the 
stewardess may be called upon to pre~ 
pare as many as 200 bottles of formula 
of various kinds during the trip. 

If the mothers in one ear have no 
objection, the stewardess will arrange 
to care for a number of babies at once. 
In preparing formula, she obtains the 
ingredients from the mothers and govs 
to work in the kitchen of the diner. 
Staple baby foods, such as canned 
pureed fruits and vegetables are car- 
ried in stock in the diner, and from the 
news agent is available another vital 
item of infant maintenance, dispos- 
able paper diapers. 

Not an uncommon sight is a parade 
of youngsters following the stewardess 
through the train, and practically agog 
with the wonder of it all. Their mothers 
are enjoying a welcome half hour or so 
of relaxation, and the children are en- 
joying 8 memorable adventure. They 
behave themselves, too, says Miss 
Pope, probably beeause there's some- 
thing about trains which has them too 
popeyed to do otherwise. 

If mothers appreciate the assistance 
of the stewardess, the gratitude of the 
father whe through cireumstance must 
travel with an infant is even greater. 
When a father travels with his baby, 
the trip is usually an emergency mat- 
ter, and often he boards the train with- 
out either experience or the necessary 
equipment. But thanks to the young 
lady in the blue-grey uniform, the 
ehild always comes through the trip 
both well fed and in good health. 

A blind man is traveling cast to take 
his course of training in the use of a 
Seeing Eye dog. He asks Miss Bond 
to assist him in waiking up and down 
the platforms at stops, so that he may 
get his exercise. He sets a steady pace 
of four miles an hour, which he has 
already learned as part of his adyance 
training, for that is the speed at which 
all Seeing Eye dogs are taught to travel. 
Miss Bond hurries along to keep up 
with him. Just a random example of 
many unusual opportunities to be help- 
ful which occur every trip. 

This and countless other incidents 
of all kinds, in which the stewardess 
fits herself to the problem of the mo- 
ment, are the day-by-day things that 
make her life a constant adventure in 
the study of human nature. The spec- 
tacular happenings that, make the head-

lines—delivery of babies; first aid trea 
s of sudden illness or acc 
dent; a stewardess’ breath blown into 
the lungs of on infant who has ceased 
to breathe, fanning back the tiny wan- 
ing spark of life—these things happen 
too, but they are not the essential] rea- 
sons why the stewardess’ job is both 
intensely interesting and exciting. 


Always an Adventure 


We asked both Miss Bond and Miss 
Pope what this lure is that makes regis- 
tered nurses desert hospitals or private 
jobs and become railroaders. The an- 
swer was essentially the same from 
both. 

Sure, the work is hard. The stew- 
ardess’ day starts at 6:30 in the morn- 
ing and goes right through to 10:30 at 
night, or even right through the night 
in ease of emergency. And in the two 
days and three nights between Los An- 
geles and Chicago she walks something 
over eleven miles to make from 30 to 40 
round trips through the train, mean- 
while opening and closing car doors 
perhaps 1500 times. 

‘But far outweighing this hard ph 
cal part of the job is the constant me 
tal stimulation of meeting all types of 
people, learning their individual prob- 
lems and helping them overcome them. 
Every trip is a new adventure to these 
young ladies, and the adventuring after 
nearly a year and a half has lost no 
whit of its attractiveness. No matter 
how difficult a problem they may be up 
against or how tired they may feel at 
one moment, the next will inevitably 
bring forth a bit of humor or « call for 
quick thinking and action that freshens 
the whole outlook. 

Being a stewardess, Miss Pope be- 
lieves, is perhaps the best training in 
the world for development of a more 
sensitive nature and more real syrpa- 
thy with the well and the sick alike 
than can be gained in any other field of 
nursing or any other profession. ‘Too,

NOTHER President’s Special has 
eome and gone, and again the rail- 
road figuratively gives a sigh of relief 
and then puffs its chest with satis- 
faction over a job perfectly done. 

President Roosevelt rolled onto our 
lines at Ogden at 5 a, m. July 13 and 
was glided into Central Station at Los 
Angeles right on the dot at 9 a. m. 
July 16 to complete a schedule that 
wus marred by nary a mishap. 

Before leaving his special car at the 
Tos Angeles terminal, the president 
called for General Passenger Agent 
F.C. Lathrop and asked him to pass 
the word along that he had thoroughly 
enjoyed his trip over Southern Pacific 
lines, that we have a fine organization, 
that the train was handled nicely, that 
our roadbed as well as the meals served 
from our dining car were excellent, 
that. the service in general pleased him 
exceedingly, and that he hoped to be 
on our lines again next year. 

Mr. Lathrop did his part in broad- 
casting the message, and so everybody 
was happy, for no event in a railroad’s 
life cals for morc exact planning, more. 
careful handling, or more apprehension 
than the movement of a President's 
Speeiat, 

From the moment on June 11 when 
first word was received that the presi 
dent would travel over S. P. Line

HAIL: President Roosevelt had Nice Things 


to Say About the Handling of His Special Train 


Not until the train had eased into a 
gentle stop at Los Angeles did officers 
and employes who had a part in the 
performance relax their constant vigil, 

First, a tentative schedule was de- 
cided on in a conference on June 12. 
Many adjustments were necessary later, 
even at the last minute to allow for 
rear-platform specches in certain towns. 


Pilot Train Over Sierra 


A pilot train was operated a few 
minutes ahead of the special over the 
Sierra between Sparks and Roseville to 
afford added protection to the presi- 
dent's train in that mountain territory. 

From our line at Ogden the special 
moved to Crockett, where the president 
and his party left for a motor tour in the 
San Francisco Bay region. Boarding 
the train again at Oakland Pier, the 
special party left for Yosemite Valley 
at 11 p. m. July 14, and after spending 
the 15th in the Park, the party moved 
on to Los Angeles. 

There were from 90 to 100 persons 
in the party, and the train consisted 
of one B&O baggage car, a dormitory 
ear for dining ear crew, one club car, 
five Pullman sleeping cars, an SP din- 
ing car and the president’s private 
ear, the Pullman owned “Marco Polo.” 

While, of course, the president's 
party included the ever-present comple- 
ment of secret service men, our own 
special agents, under direction of Chief 
Dan O'Connell, and local police and

California highway patrolmen all along 
the line cooperated closely with the 
railroad’s maintenance forces in pa- 
troling bridges, trestles, overhead cross- 
ings, and insuring against any out of 
the way incident. 

In single track territory, opposing 
first-class trains and light engines were 
required to be into clear of the presi- 
dent’s train and the pilot train 15 
minutes before the time they were due. 
All freight or mixed trains were gotten 
into the clear 80 minutes before arrival 
of the tao special trains. 

In double track territory, all freight 
trains running ahead of the president’s 
train were in the clear 30 minutes in 
advance, and freight trains on the op- 
posite track stopped 30 minutes before 
arrival of the pilot train or president’s 
train and remained standing until both 
had passed, No freight train, either 
running ahead of or approaching a 
meeting point with the pilot or presi- 
dent’s train, was allowed to operate 
more than 40 miles without stopping 
for inspection, 


Switching Stopped 


All switching in yards and on run- 
ning tracks adjacent to the main track 
used by the president’s train and pilot 
train was stopped 30 minutes before 
those trains passed. 

Relief locumotives were located at 
district terminals headed in the direc- 
tion of the movement of the special 
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train, aud relief outfits were kept 
warm and ready for immediate service. 

Wherever it was possible, interlock- 
ing plants were lined up 30 minutes 
before arrival of the two specials and 
were kept so lined until after those 
trains had passed. Roadinasters, signal 
supervisors, and signal maintainers all 
made advance inspections of tracks 
and signals, and all main track switches 
within yard limits were inspected by 
yardmasters and locked for the main 
track at least 30 minutes in advance. 

Arrangements were made so that 
either a telegrapher or maintainer 
would he available about every 40 
miles, ‘Telephone connections were 
arranged wherever the train stopped 
for any length of time and Western 
Union telegraphers were on the train 
prepared to detrain at intermediate 
points, if necessary. Each division su- 
perintendent and selected staff officers 
rode the president’s train over their 
territory, and road foremen of engines 
rode the locomotives throughout the 
trip. Vice President J. H. Dyer was 
aboard the special from Ogden to 
Crockett, and General Manager L. B. 
McDonald from Oakland to Los An- 
geles. Dining Car Manager H. A. 
Butler and Ass’t Telegraph Superin- 
tendent W. R. Birt were on hand to 
supervise work of their departments. 

Meals for the president and his im- 
mediate party were served from the 
SP diner to the private car ‘Marco 
Polo.” The meals prepared and served 
by the specially selected chef and wait- 
ers (pictures on opposite page) made a 
decided hit with the chief executive. 
Tle asked for the recipe used in pre- 
paring boned and stuffed trout so that 
he might enjoy the dish at the White 
House, and when speaking from the 
platform at Sparks he made partieular 
reference to delicious meals that had 
been served him. 

As is the case in every big under- 
taking so successfully executed, the 
credit. for this one goes to everyone 
who took a part regardless of how small 
it may have seemed, for any slight 
disruption of service or annoyance 
mnight easily have struck the wrong 
note for the entire performance.

«& Steamship Co., and the Louisiana 
Western Railroad, comprising the 
Louisiana lines of Southern Pacific. He 
came to Pacific Lines of 8. P. in 1911 
as auditor of freight accounts, and the 
following year became auditor for the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas at St. Louis. 
He returned to 8. P. in 1918 as auditor 
at San Francisco; became general au- 
ditor in January 1925; and four years 
later transferred his office to New York. 

Funeral services were held in San 
Franciseo, Active and retired officials, 
many of whom had close association 
with Mr, Edwards during his long ser- 
viee, were honorary palibearers. M. 
Edwards leaves a widow, tao daughters 
and @ son.

Stewardlessest jon pace 7 
of all callings, this one is perhaps the 
greatest developer of personal tact. 

After watching these stewardesses 
work, it is apparent. that. they say these 
things earnestly, It is equally appar- 
ent that they take a pride in their jobs 
and gain from them an excitement. and 
stimulation that few other people in 
their chosen professions are fortunate 
enough to enjoy. 

Southern Pacifie’s stewardess-nurses 
have been said to be the first line of our 
public relations. Their job is one of 
friend-making for the railroad, and the 
friends they make in a day, 2 month, 
a year, are legion. 

A young couple, completing a trip 
with their four-months-old baby, write 
to the Company to say that, thanks to 
the formula prepared by the stewardess, 
their child gained nearly four oune 
An expectant mother received such 
fine care on the train that when her 
baby girl arrived shortly thereafter, 
she named it after the stewardess. An 
elderly lady at the conclusion of her 
trip writes to say that the stewardess 
made the train “so homey” that she 
“enjoyed every minute of the trip.” 

But the full measure of the stew- 
ardess’ success is 1o be found not in the 
hundreds of commendatory letters or 
in the enthusiastic comments of passen- 
gers, It is to be sensed rather than to 
be seen or heard, in the happy spirit 
which pervades one of these trains, 
The stewardess is bringing a new 
warmth and enjoyment to railroad 
travel which, somehow, every passenger 
seems to reflect. And in so doing, she 
has made herself one of Southern Pa- 
cific’s most effective sales persons,

Ie A. STATION: Magnificent Terminal 


Structure Rises on the Site of Historic Pueblo 


STONE'S throw from the spot 
where Spanish settlers built, adobe 
houses around the plaza of the original 
pueblo of the City of Our Lady of the 
Angels over 150 years ago, a magnifi- 
cent structure of steel and concrete is 
rising to its final stage of construction. 
It is the new Los Angeles Union Pas- 
senger Terminal which will be used by 
Southern Pacific, Santa Fe and Union 
Pacific railroads, and which is being 
built under the direction of the Engi- 
neering Committee consisting of M. C. 
Blanchard, AT&SF, chairman; W. H. 
Kirkbride, 8. P. Co.; and LL. T. Juck- 
son, U.P. Construction work is under 
supervision of A, J. Barclay. former 
construction division engineer, 8. P, Co. 
No definite date has been set for the 
opening of the new terminal which has 
heen under construction since 19383, 
hut progress reports indicate that the 
work will be completed shortly after 
the first of next year. The entire pro- 
ject. was about 77 per cent finished 
on July 15 and some of the principal 
items, such as construction of a retain- 
ing wall, extension of streets and build- 
ing of subways under two streets, are 
close to 100 per cent completed. 

The station building fuces Alameda 
Street, seven blocks north of the pres- 
ent Southern Pacific station, and ex- 
tends between Aliso and Macy streets 
for 1,300 fect, The station site has a 


depth of 1239 fect. Practically the en- 
tire stution area had been previously 
acquired by Southern Pacific Company 
incident to its acquisition of the EI 
Paso & Southwestern Rd. in 1924. 

The terminal layout is of the stub- 
end type, except that the station build- 
ing is located alongside and parallel to 
the station trackage, instead of being 
placed at the ends of the tracks. The 
station building front is set buck ap- 
proximately 185 feet from the strect, 
affording ample space for automobile 
parking and landscaping, as well as 
providing the vistas and distance so 
necossary for effective appearance in 
its type of architecture. 

From the standpoint of both archi- 
tectural beauty and modern arrange- 
ment it will rank among the world’s 
finest railroad terminals. The design 
is Mediterranean in character, the 
irregular masses of the group being of 

varying heights and joined by lines of 
arcades. At the junction of the two 
main masses, composed of the main 
concourse and waiting room, a clock 
tower of simple lines rises 128 feet, 

Commencing at the southerly end 
are restaurant facilities consisting of 
dining room and kitehen with basement 
storerooms and refrigeration plant. 
Dining interior will be enriched with 
beamed and paneled ceiling, but the 
remaining details of interior finish will

be decided by the concession operator. 

Continuing northerly, an arcade 
leads into the vestibule at the junction 
of the main concourse and the waiting 
room. Located in the vestibule will be 
the usual terminal facilities, such as 
telegraph and telephone offices, news 
stand, soda fountain and parcel check: 
ing counter. This group of roam: 
treated with trussed and beamed ceil- 
ings, plastered walls, tiled and marhle 
wainscot and tile and marble floors, and 
the decorative details will be rich and 
colorful. 

Ticket offices are located in the main 
concourse, which is also the main en- 
trance to the station. Other entrances 
ure through the arcades and vestibules. 
Ticket counters are directly opposite 
the three entrances into the main eon- 
course and are divided into three sce- 
tions, each railroad handling its own 
ticket selling. 

Frem the waiting room passengers 
will pass through the train concourse 
and gates and into the passenger tun-

A loop track on the terminal property 
between the station building and Macy 
Street will be used by the Los Angeles 
Railway, while at the opposite end of 
the station, adjacent to Aliso Street, 
trackage will be installed to accom- 
modate Pacific Electric cars. 

A parking garage located below the 
waiting room and reached by means of 
a ramp and driveways in the north 
patio has a capacity of 120 automo- 
biles, providing a very desirable facility 
for patrons who wish to leave their cars 
in storage while traveling. 

Above the train concourse, gates and 
tunnel, an elevated driveway serves 
the utility building group, permitting 
the greater part. of express and baggage 
to be handled at track level without 
for elevators. At strect level, 
the utility group measures 1237 feet by 
91 feet, and will house Railway Express 
Agency, boiler room, store and locker 
rooms for station employes, baggage 
check and storage space. At track 
level, the building is 1089 feet by 60 
feet, housing Raibvay Express office, 
express room, baggage room and mail 
room, Aft the extreme ends of the 
utility group, third floor sections house 
Railway [xpress Agency offices and 
contain space for telegraph and tele- 
phone facilities, railway police quar- 
ters, and conductors’ locker rooms. 


Announcing Systems 


Public address system with micro- 
phone in the stationmaster’s office will 
reach all points where patrons congre- 
gate. Pneumatic tubes installed in the 
telegraph office will expedite delivery of 
telegrams and other messages through- 
out the station. Acoustical correction 
material on walls and ceilings of all 
principal rooms will reduce noise and 
reverberation to a minimum. 

The passenger station will be heated 
by a hot blast system arranged to re- 
circulate the air in part, with an adinix- 
ture of fresh air. All air will be filtered 
and the blower system will be operated 
without heat during the warmer months 
to circulate and filter the air, The res- 
taurant will be equipped with  com- 
plete air conditioning system. 

The arrangement of arcades extend- 
ing aeross the front. of the building and

connecting with the exit hall and 
tion lobby provides excellent uila- 
tion under cover during inclement 
weather to all parts of the group and to 
private vehicles on the driveways at 
the front of the building. 

Track layout includes eight pagsen- 
ger platforms served by tracks whose 
capacity will range from 10 to 20 cars. 
Supplementing the passenger platform 
tracks and serving the utility building 
are six tracks which will be used for 
loading and unloading of head end 
cars. Three of these will be served by 
car floor level platforms, while the 
others will be virtually “team tracks” 
for the direct. transfer of shipments to 
and from street. vehicles. 


No Grade Crossings 

Grade crossings were eliminated by 
raising tracks 12 feet above the former 
street grade at Macy Street and 17 feet 
higher than Aliso Street. 

Six approach tracks to the terminal 
lead from the connecting track adja- 
cent to the east bank of the Los Angeles 
River. S. P. trains to and from the 
north will leave the existing main linc 
at Dayton Avenue and proceed along 
the east bank to 2 connection with the 
existing trackage in Alhambra Avenue. 
‘This arrangement called for reconstruc- 
tion of the existing second crossing of 
the Los Angeles River, deepening of the 
piers, and placing of additional steel 
at a cost of approximately $330,000. 
All trackage of the three carriers will

Upon completion of the new ter- 
inal the present coach cleaning yard 
at 7th and Alameda streets will be 
abandoned. The new coach yard, 
which will permit servicing and elean- 
ing of 177 cars at one setting and pro- 
vide storage space for 91 cars, is now 
under construction adjacent to the 
Alhambra Shops. This project, which 
includes construction of new commis- 
sary, Pullman, battery house, store, 
locker and other buildings, will be the 
subject of an article in a later issue of 
the Bulletin.

EMPTY CARS: Shippers Urged to 


Help Railroaders Keep “Foreign” Cars Moving 


owery “foreign” freight cars are 
4 not being allowed to hang around 
on Pacific Lines tracks these days. 

That’s the very effective way yard 
and station employes, car distributors, 
dispatchers, and others who handle 
freight cars are responding to Super- 
intendent of Transportation W. B. 
Kirkland’s plea to cut “per diem” 
charges to the bone and to give strict 
observance to rules layed down to 
standardize the handling and routing of 
all freight cars, 

Mr. Kirkland points out that now 
is an excellent opportunity to solicit 
cooperation of all shippers in placing 
their car orders far in advance as 
possible and in loading cars in accord- 
ance with car service rules. 

That many shippers realize they are 
helping themselves when they assist 
the railroads to keep down unnecessary 
expel is evidenced by a talk made 
by John J. McGinnis, traffic manager 
of Gladding-MeBean Co., before the 
Pacifie Coast Transportation Advisory 
Board in San Franciseo June 24. 

Reviewing the fact that the railroads 
build particular types of freight cars 
for specific use in serving the industries 
of their respective territories, Mr, Me- 
Ginnis said the car service rules require, 
in brief, that home cars must not be 
loaded beyond the rails of the owners 
when suitable foreign cars are avail- 
able, and that foreign cars must be 
loaded via, to or in the direction of the 
owners, 

“Tt is conclusive,” hesaid, “that when 
these provisions are observed the cars 
of the Southern Pacific, for example, 
will remain at home to protect local 
requirements for which they are de- 
signed; and these not owned by the 
Southern Pacific, commonly designated 
as foreign ears, will return to the roads 


that built them to meet the needs of 
their shippers. 

“That the observance of these rules 
by shippers and railroads will positively 
reduce empty mileage is a proven fact. 
We find that of 163,000 freight cars 
checked by the Association on all rail- 
roads during the first four months of 
1938, 78.5 per cent were loaded in 
accordance with the rules; 21.5 per 
cent contrary thereto. 


Wrong Loading Causes 


“On going into this question we find 
an interesting study and venture the 
opinien that many shippers are un- 
aware of some of these causes and the 
effect. Common among them are the 
following: 

“(1) Failure of shippers to place car 
orders a sufficient time in advance to 
permit the roads to furnish the right 
car for the load according to the rules 
and meet prearranged allocation plans. 

‘*(2} Failure of shippers to give desti- 
nations and routing. 

“(3) Reloading of cars released at 
plants without consulting the proper 
officer of the originating road. 

“(4) Shippers frequently omit infor- 
mation as to commodity to be loaded, 
or dimensions of cars required. 

“These four factors among others, 
have a most important bearing upon 
empty mileage. Practically every 
foreign box or automobile car that 
comes into the Pacific Coast states, re- 
gardless of size and dimension, is suit- 
able for return loading to or in the 
direction of the owners with some of 
the various commodities produced in 
California, but as a rule they must be 
relocated into areas of production 
where they are suitable for loading in 
accordance with the Car Service Rules. 

“There are two methods by which

such cars may be relocated: namely, 
loaded and empty. To find ways and 
means of relocating them under load, 
positively requires that railroad officers 
must have absolute control over place- 
ments for loading. Absolute control 
means that the officers of the railroads 
must follow a pre-arranged program. 
To administer such a program and at 
the same time supply cars as will meet 
varying needs, requires the whole- 
hearted cooperation of every shipper. 
This definite essential cannot be over- 
emphasized. 

“As chairman of the committee it is 
not my wish to appear solely as de- 
fender of the railroads but rather in 
defense of an economic principle. By 
this T mean that. we as shippers pay 
for this empty mileage. Accurate 
figures of this cost are not available, 
but we estimate that it costs an av- 
erage of 314 cents per car mile to handle 
the empty car, or a total cost of ap- 
proximately $800,000,000 per year. 

“By adjusting shipping practices so 
as to give the railroads sufficient ad- 
vance notice of car requirements, per- 
mitting the placing of proper types for 
loading in the direction of producing 
areas, or to the owners, it may be 
possible that this cost can be reduced 
as much as 25 per cent. That would 
be equivalent to curtailing the cost of 
freight transportation approximately 
7544 million dollars per year. 

“As an cxample of what may ho 
done, we definitely know of several 
shippers who have within the past. few 
months realized the importance of co- 
operating with the railroads in this 
respect and the results show that there 
has been appreciable savings. In one 
plant car hire savings alone amounted 
to $1,100 per month.”

PPEALING on behalf of the rail- 

roads for “equality of treatment 
and opportunity to which we arc ¢n- 
titled, the right to do business as a 
business, and to meet. competition on 
equal terms,” J. J. Pelley, president, 
Association of American Railronds, 
addressed members and guests of the 
San Francisco Chamber of Commerce, 
San Francisco Commercial Club, and 
Pacific Coast Transportation Advisory 
Board at San Franeisco, July 22, on 
“The Railroad Outlook.” 

“The troubles of the railroads today 
are matters of anxious concern,” Pel- 
ley said. “Even those who recognize 
no direct connection with the railroad 
business realize that without reason- 
ably prosperous railroads we can have 
no enduring and satisfactory national 
prosperity.” 

The railroads are as essential today 
us they were when they furnished prae- 
tically the only inJand transportation 
in Ameriea, and are indispensable if our 
present, standards of material well- 
being are to be maintained, Pelley 
pointed out. 


Supreme in Field 

“Nothing has come along to take 
their place in hauling our major com- 
merce at rates so low, taking the aver~ 
age of all commodities over all distances 
and in all seasons, that the average 
revenue for hauling a ton a mile is only 
about one cent,” he stated, “The rail- 
roads have met their responsibilities in 
this fundamental matter of furnishing 
the basic transportation of America. 
And they are doing it with cver-inereas- 
ing efficiency, economy, dependability 
and adequacy. In a period of less than 
twenty years, we have speeded up the 
movement of our trains on the average,

by nearly half, and have increased 
their reliability even more than that. 
We have abolished general car short- 
ages. We have extended our freight 
services from door to door for less than 
carload business. We have made new 
records in safety, year by year. With 
the improvements in passenger service 
you are all familiar. 

“But in spite of this progress, and in 
spite of a truly amazing gain in operat- 
ing efficiency and economy, we find 
ourselves now in a situation critical in 
the extreme.” 

Pelley said that one of the chief 
causes which have reduced revenues 
and raised expenses “until the margin 
between income and outgo has been 
squeezed to the vanishing point” is the 
fact that for thirty years the railroads 
have not been allowed to run as a busi- 
ness under fair and cqual conditions of 
competition, being regulated as a 
monopoly while at the same time public 
sourecs have been used lavishly to 
create and subsidize competing forms 
of transportation. 


“The years 1916 and 1917 were the 
last in which the railroad industry, 1s 
a whole, earned as much as five per 
cent on its investment,” he continued. 
In 1916, the average earnings of rail- 
road employes was 28 cents per hour. 
In 1937, the average was 70 cents per 
hour, two and one-half times as much. 
In 1916, taxes took 4.4 cents out of 
each dollar of revenuc. In 1937, they 
took 7.8 cents, one and three-fourths 
times as much. Today, they are taking 
more than 10 per cent. 

“But, the average revenue received 
for hauling a ton of freight a mile, 
which was 0.707 cents in 1916, had 
gone up in 1937 to only 0.935 cents, or 
82 per cent, while the average revenue 


for carrying a passenger mile had ac- 
tually gone down by 12 per cent. 

“The net result of these opposing 
forces was that the rate of return‘on the 
capital invested was less in 1937_than 
in 1916 by 61.5 per cent.” 

Stating that there is “no magic for- 
mula for remedying the situation into 
which our railroads have been driven,” 
Pelley added that the railroads them- 
selves have offered a program which con- 
tains some eighteen concrete and spe- 
cifie suggestions for changes in legis- 
lation or public policies of transport: 
tion, which he summed up as follows: 


Common Sense Program 


“First, treat railroads as a business. 
Give them reasonable freedom to 
‘price’ the only product they have to 
scll—transportation service, subject, 
of course, to the general principles that 
rates shall be reasonable and neither 
discriminatory nor preferential. Give 
them greater freedom to adjust their 
rates to eet competitive situation 
to adjust their services to the deman 
of traffic; and to adjust their expe 
to the conditions of their business 

‘Second, give railroads equality of 
treatment and opportunity—equality 
with all other forms of transportation 
in matters of regulation, taxation, sub- 
sidy and the like. If regulations are 
to he applied to railroads, let them be 
applied in equal measure to our cou 
petitors. If subsidies are to be paid to 
our competitors, let them likewise be 
made available to railroads. 

“Do that,” he concluded, “and you 
will no longer have to worry about the 
‘railroad problem.’ The railroads will 
take care of it—and once more we shall 
see that national prosperity is geared 
to railroad prosperity,”

They cannot adjust their rates or “prices”” 
except by permission of public regulatory

ilway Labor Act. 


Their earnings are limited, their expenses 
increased by local, state and federal laws— 
ranging from reduced rates on govern- 
ment traffic, in return for land grants to 
railroads whose pioneering opened up a 
wilderness, to the cost of rebuilding bridges 
when streams are “improved” to assist 
competing transportation. 

So the net of the “problem” is this — the 
railroads are trying to do business under a 
half-century accumulation of laws, rulings 
and regulations which limit earnings and
